The fact that the traction people 


continued today to put In supplies, ap- 
parently to fit up quarters for the usa

The officials of the union forces say 


that they consented to an armlatlce 
with the employers only on condition 
that no advantage of the temporary 


truce be taken by tha traction officials 
pending negotiations. 


LETTER FROM U N I O N . 


Early today President W. H. Ellison, 


of the carmen's union, sent a letter to 
President 1C. A. Heron, of the traction 
company, In which ho agreed to post- 
pone the conference till Monday, pro- 
vided the company would take no ad- 
vantage of the lull In hostilities to alter 
the existing status of affairs.

• According to persistent rumors whrch have been current in the 


neighborhood of the Emeryville repair shops of the Oakland Con- 
solidated Traction Company, all of the shop employes remaining in 
the shops will be discharged at the close of the week's work tonight. 


When the whistle blows tonight it is probable that 150 more 


employes of the traction company will be out of work for an in- 
definite period. All of these men are skilled mechanics and mem- 
bers of the different unions Controlling their several crafts. 


These alarming reports, which have been widely circulated in the 


vicinity of Emeryville since the summary discharge of over one hun- 
dred carpenters and blacksmiths last Wednesday, have only served 
to increase the feeling of uneasiness among the union men, and if 
such action is taken it''will probably have important bearing in 
precipitating the strike, which is now impending between the trac- 
tion corporation and the Carmen's Union.

the Oakland Traction Consolidated has 
live hundred men under pay, at the 
rate of five dollars per day, waiting In 
San Francisco to Jump on tho plat- 
forms of our cars over here to take the 
places of the'carmen if a strike is de- 
clared or a lockout is ordered.".

He said that the United Railroads had 
men in hiding over there a couple of 
years ago when the question of wages 
was under consideration and that they 
would have put them on the cars if the 
motormen and conductors had gone ou 
a strike.

According to the offi- 
cial financial reports of the company, 
a net Interest of five per cent, or over, 
Is being paid on the capitalized value 
of public gifts, which have become pri- 
vate property, worth many millions of 
dollars.

own torrent of water to carry and where 
the thoroughfares met a broad river was 
formed.

CITY LIABLE 


SUPREME COURT HOLDS THAT 


MUNICIPALITIES CAN BE 


RESPONSIBLE. 


SAN FRANCISCO. March SI—The Su- 


preme Court decided yesterday that mu- 
nicipalities are liable for damages In 
their private and proprietary character 


Tho question at Issue was whether the 


city ot Alameda could be compelled to 
pay damages to Martial Davoust, whose 
wile had been killed by a live wire left 
stretched across a path through a va- 
cant lot 
The trial court granted a non- 


suit and gave Judgment for the de- 
fendant, from which an 
appeal 
was 


taken. 


Counsel for the city argued that tha 


defendant, being a municipal ooiporatlon, 
was not liable, e\en though Lhe woman's 
death had been caused by a negligent 
operation of the electric plant The court 
held that the argument applied only to 
a municipal corporation acting in its gov- 
ernmental, political or public capacltj. 
' Such a corporation," It declared, ' has 
a doubla character—goveinmental 
and 


also proprietary and private—and when 
acting in, ths latter capacity its liabili- 
ties, arising out of either contract or 
tort, are the same as those of natural 
persons or pr'vate corporations ' 


The argument that the woman was a 
trespasser had no

• with other papers of the State this paper has published comment on 
the seemingh deplorable moral laxity of the cities in Alameda coun 
ty, but the bass-, for such comment was found in the daily detailec 
report of criminal ca-es as gnen in the columns of the Oaklanc 
papers. The conditions have been so bad that most of the news 
papers published in Alameda county, many of "the ministers anc 
some of the count} and city officials, not lost to all sense of mora 
rectitude, ha\e started a crusade for reform. 
A recognition of the 


existence of such conditions is in the way of legitimate news publi 
cation, and comment that is calculated to arouse a sense of their 
duty in the minds of the citizens of Oakland is but fulfilling th 
higher duty devolving upon any newspaper which is an advocate o: 
moral and social betterment. The conditions in Alameda county 
and the influences surrounding the social life is of direct interes 
to the citizens of every portion of the State, for the State's great 
institution of learning is within the boundaries of that county, anc 
every citizen has a right, and should be encouraged, in atjleast urg- 
ing the purification of the environments of that institution." 


It is to be observed that the article starts out with a denial that 


the Union has manifested a disposition to speak illj and then goes 
on to say a great deal ill of Oakland and Alameda count}' in general 
Only a few days ago the Union, commenting on the heavy sales in 
the Oakland real estate market, amiably remarked that it should be 
taken, not as a symptom of prosperity, but "as evidence that the 
decent people were selling out in order to leave the scandal-cursed 
community." This is not construed by the Grass Valley editor as 
speaking ill of Oakland, but his judgment is not final in the matter. 


The statement that "a carnival of crime" prevails in this com- 


munity is absurdly false, as every intelligent resident of this city 
knows. 
Within the past year several deplorable crimes, against 


chastity have been committed in Alameda, Oakland and Berkeley, 
tut such crimes are occurring, unfortunately, every day in other 
Communities; the only difference being that such offenses provoke 
A greater outcry and more general public indignation her than they 
usually excite in other localities. This is a tribute rather than a 
reproach to the moral sense of the community, and is not an evi 
dence of social depravity. General conditions, from a moral stand- 
point, are better in Oakland than in any other large city in the State. 
Oakland is a Sunday school compared to San Francisco; a holy calm 
pervades it if we draw a contrast with Los Angeles. 


'Conditions which are accepted as a matter of course in the vil- 


lage of Grass Valley would instantly provoke police intervention in 
Oakland and thunders of righteous indignation from every pulpit 
in the city. 
Open gambling is tolerated in Grass Valley, but when 


p petty tobacconist in Alameda sells half a dozen pool tickets and a 
few bunches of cigarettes after legal hours the fact is heralded all 
over the State as p"roof that crime and immorality are running not 
in the community. The foolish parson of a small suburban church 
makes sensational charges of wholesale corruption and maladminis- 
tration without proof or pretense of substantiation, and his silly 
libels are scattered broadcast through the press. 
A pair of pious 


crusaders in search of crime buy some beer in a bawdy house, and a 
tale of shocking depravity in Oakland goes ringing all over Califor- 
nia. And a paper printed where such things are as common and 
familiar as the signs on the stores lifts up a voice of righteous horror. 


Conditions in Oakland are only bad in the diseased imaginations 


of fools and hypocrites. Because the social atmosphere here is gen- 
erally so clean and wholesome, a small stench makes its presence 
widely felt. 
It is because vice is so disreputable in this community 


and under such universal ban that its sporadic appearance creates 
a commotion. We are so virtuous that we are easily shocked, and 
our excess of spasms over occasional lapses from the moral law ex- 
cite the amazement and derision of the ungodly in other communi- 
ties. Even the scarlet women of the mining camps point trie finger 
of scorn at Oakland's immorality, and the Pecksniffs of the press 
descant upon the supposed wickedness of the city of homes, schools 
and churches because a silly preacher chooses to make his Sunday 
discourses the vehicle for putting in circulation a lot of scandalous 
•nonsense about Oakland and its inhabitants. 


__ What the Grass Valley Union says is of little consequence, 


because it gets its text from scandal-mongers residing here. When 
it suggests, however, that decent people are selling their property 
preparatory to leaving the scandal-cursed city, there can be no ques- 
tion of its disposition to speak ill of Oakland. 


Irish within its borders. A constant stream of newspapers and let- 
ters from America pours into Ireland telling the story of opportunity 
here and the progress the Irish race is making in the land of their 
adoption.

An Irishman sits on the 
Supreme Bench of the United States. There are 
Congressmen, 


Governors and Senators in plenty of Irish blood. These facts ap- 
peal to the Irish in Ireland more strongly than love of native land. 
It is a cold fact tha^ cruel oppression and famine drove millions of 
Irish out to establish themselves anew in a foreign land, and that 
their success is an irresistible incentive for others to follow in their 
footsteps. 
The depopulation of Ireland therefore continues despite 


the measures taken to arrest it.

EXPENSE OF TRAVEL. 


William E. Curtis, the correspondent of the Chicago Record- 


Herald, who has traveled around the world many times, discusses 
the expense of travel in Europe as compared with the same expense 
in America. 


Mr. Curtis' comparisons are for the most part with Germany, 


where passenger rates are lower than in any other European country. 
The German rates are quite largely in excess of those in the United 
States, both for first and second class travel. The service is inferior 
to our own, too. For instance, in Germany and other parts of 
Europe only fifty-six pounds of baggage are allowed on any first or 
second class ticket, and on many roads only twenty-two pounds, 
while in the United States each passenger has a right to carry 150 
pounds. Then, too, on European trains which correspond to our 
fast limited express there is a supplemental charge which is usually, 
one fourth of the regular fare. 
For example, the entire cost of the 


ourney is $102, while you can go from Washington to New Orleans, 
about the same distance, for $33 50. The distance from Berlin to 
Metz is six miles less, while the first class charge is $7.22 more. - 


The railroads of Great Britain pay their employes better than 


any other European country, the average compensation, from gen- 
eral managers to switchmen, being only $244 a year, while the aver- 
age compensation of the American railroad employe is $613 a year. 
tn Germany the average is less than $200. In France it is a little 
more.

klarge sums to the Republican campaign fund and then reimbursed 
himself from the treasury of the New York Life. Mr. Perkins is 
now in a position to realize that a schemer may be too clever for 
his own good. 


Another .old school Southern Democrat will retire from the 


Senate at the close of the present term. Jefferson Davis, whose 
career as Governor has been one of continual turmoil and scandal, 
£as carried the Democratic 
primaries in Arkansas over Senator 


James H. Berry by a large majority and will succeed to that gentle- 
man's toga. 
Davis is of the Vardaman type, but is apparently 


neither as able nor personally as clean as the Governor of Mississippi.

of tho University College Colston So- 
ciety, at which It was announced that B 
scheme had been taken up for the «•*- 
tabllshment of a university ot Bristol, 
for which J160.000 of tho required $1,000,- 
000 had been subscribed.

livered an interesting address on edu- 
cation in America, 


Mr. Reid, after alluding to' the many 


historical associations which have nmOe 
the very name of Bristol sound sweet to 
American ears, drew an Interesting com- 
parison between the educational proc- 
ress of the two countries. 
Whlla in En- 


gland the tendency of university courses 
Is more In the direction of scientific and 
technological knowledge. In America, he 
said, the belief is growing that it might 
be Rdvant:--?r,-j.: to give greater atten- 
tion to old studies, pure scholorshlp and 
literature, and that scientific education 
may be carried too far for the best in- 
terests of the rising generation.

belief." said Mr. Reid, "the time can 
never come when spiritual things will 
not outweigh those merely material."

SAN FRANCISCO, March 31.—From Siskiycra to San 


Diego and from Truckee to the sea the politicians of this land of 
sunshine, fruit and flowers are wondering what Mayor Schmitz 
is going to do when the time arrives for the naming of a Guber- 
natorial candidate. 


There is not a practical politician in California that is not 


thoroughly aware of the fact that Mayor Schmitz is the most 
potent factor in the preliminaries to the coming State campaign. 
I am firmly convinced that since his re-election for a third term 
as Mayor of San Francisco Schmitz has done nothing to weaken 
himself politically. 
One or two measures that are not unani- 


mously popular he has espoused, biit to counteract these he has 
floated a number of propositions that appeal to the dear people. 
He is beyond question in favor of municipal ownership of street 
railways, and thus far the municipal ownership idea appears 
to be politically paramount. 


Three months ago Schmitz determined to make a struggle 


for the Gubernatorial nomination on the out and out Republican 
ijcket, but subsequent events have so confused things that it 
does not appear possible for him to get away with his original 
program. 


In the first place, to secure the Republican Gubernatorial 


nomination he would have to completely wipe out Dr. Pardee, 
which would be a very difficult thing to do, for while Pardee 
may not be the choice of the practical politicians and tax eaters 
to succeed himself, he certainly stands very strong with the 
average citizen, especially the minor merchant. 


Then again Warren Porter must be given serious consid- 


eration as a candidate for the nomination, for he has a very 
large personal following in his own district. The Santa Cruz 
delegation will be for him absolutely, and it is understood that 
a number of practical politicians have already enlisted them- 
selves in his cause. 


Former Governor Henry T. Gage must also be taken into 


consideration, for the friends of Gage are working tooth and 
nail to revivify him politically. Men prominent in the political 
.affairs of the southern part of the State have publicly an- 
nounced themselves as favorable to Gage, and it is known that 
since the sidetracking of his libel suits against the Call that 
John D. Spreckels has ceased to be his bitter personal enemy. 
Just what attitude General De Young will take towards Gage is 
shF a problem. Of course, the Evening Post will be for Gage, 
unless Schmitz is a candidate. 


The other candidates in embryo don't count for nrnch, save 


Black Hayes. 


Recent developments indicate that there is little chance for 


Schmitz to secure the Republican nomination, so the only thing 
left for him to do is to run as a municipal ownership candidate, 
and I feel certain that he will adopt this course. 


Personally, Schmitz is the most popular man in San Fran- 


cisco, for he has a way of placating his enemies and retaining 
his friends that is simply marvelous. Since his last re-election 
he has built up an army of boosters among the very rich, and 
whenever he gh es a social function now you will always notice 
among his guests the names of some of the most prominent citi- 
zens of San Francisco. At his dinner to Kubelik the other 
night I noticed that J. Downey Harvey, who is behind the 
Ocean Shore Railroad, was present, and that Mark Gerstle, the 
head of the Home Telephone Company on this side of the bay, 
was also there. Alan Pollok, who was up to a short time ago 
head of the local gas and electric trust, was among the guests. 
Just now Pollok is on very good terms with the Mayor. He 
tised to be thick with Gavin McNab, but since that gentleman 
lost control of the local Democracy Pollok has not had much use 


for him. Pollok is behind the Stanislaus water proposition. I 
am told that this is the source of supply that Abe Euef favors 
for a municipally owned and operated plarit . 


From the best possible sources I get word that Schmitz not 


only wants to^e Governor, but that he seriously intends running 
on a municipal ownership platform. At present the Democrats 
are politically a mere joke in State politics, but the future may 
bring forth wonders.

The most spectacular figure in the theatrical world just

For a month or more he has been battling with Metcalf, the

as a matter of fact, Cohan's productions are very serious 


matters, as any one conversant with stage craft will tell you. It 
takes months of the hardest kind of work to get up a show like 
"Little Johnnie Jones" or "George Washington Jr.," in which 
George Cohan is now appearing in New York. 


As to the name of Cohan, Metcalf is all wrong. While it is 


not generally known out this way, nevertheless it is a fact that 
Cohan is a very common Irish name. Both parents of Cohan 
are as Irish as Paddy's pigs, and never overlook a chance to pro- 
claim their allegiance to the isle of smiles and tears and cheers 
and jeers and a lot of other things. George Cohan labels him- 
self as an Irish-American comedian. 


The first time I ever heard of George Cohan was about 


fifteen years ago while attending a Sunday evening "rock roll- 
ing" party over at Pat Ragen's. 
Ragen is first cousin to the 


Cohans and is known in his district as a fine specimen of the 
"flannel mouth" or "terrier" type of Irish.

night they have a party at Ragen's just like they have at Little 
Maggie Murphy's. The event of the evening, as master of 
ceremonies Billy Jordan would say, is the "rolling of the rock." 
This consists of collecting voluntary contributions to a fund set 
aside for the purchase of beer and the filling and emptying of 
the can. Some vulgar people call this form of amusement 
"rushing the duck," but in real polite North Beach circles 
"rolling the rock" is given preference.

A sporting event of national importance is t?e row be- 


tween "Jimmy" Coffroth and "Eddie" Graney. About three 
months ago these worthies decided that no single room in San 
Francisco could possibly be big enough to house them at one 
time. They mutually agreed to split their interests, which are 
very extensive. Friends, however, intervened and talked them 
into assuming a peaceful front. An outsider dropping into the 
Belvedere.or attending a prizefight could not detect that discord 
was rampant, but everyone on the inside has known all about 
the rupture. 


Coffroth and Graney have now been in business together 


for several years. Their interests have been varied and far 
more extensive than even their closest friends imagined. 
To- 


gether they have played the political game, and they have been 
allied in sporting matters of all sorts and descriptions. It was 
not until the opening of the Belvedere, however, that the public 
was let in on their actual relations. 


For a time all went well and the mohej flowed into their 


nmtual coffer fastet than it could be counted. A resort at the 
beach was planned and schemes were hatched for six day bicycle 
races, fight tournaments, etc. For all of these events it was 
agreed that Coffroth should do the promoting and that Graney 
would have charge of the decisions. 


Then came along the Britt-Gans fight. This battle severed 


the friendships of many people. 


It is now generally conceded that the go was a rank fake. 


Gans has confessed that he agreed to lay down, and the defense 
of Britt is not at all adequate. One thing is certain: Gracey 
was not in on the job. Immediately after the fight the Britts 
and Graney had a row, in which the word "thief" predominated. 
An open fight followed and driblets of the scrap got into the 
newspapers, but the real story of what happened has never been 
told. 


When the Britt-Nelson go was on Graney openly took the 


side of the Dane. After the fight he took Nolan's end of the 
row over the moving picture money. 
That meant he was in 


favor of Coffroth paying Nolan $5000 more than the written 
contract called for. Graney personally guaranteed Nolan thai 
he would get this sum of money. So Coffroth and the Britfe 
announced that they would not only not give up the $5000 to 
Nolan and Nelson, but that they would prevent the Dane from 
fighting in San Francisco as long as he retained Nolan as his 
manager. 


On the first of the year the fight trust was formed. At the- 


opening meeting Graney and Morris Levy formed an alliance 
against Br&t and Coffroth. At the next meeting Graiiey pro- 
posed twenty-three propositions. Coffroth and Britt voted 
them down. Then the feeling got so bitter that it became ob- 
vious that harmony was out of the question. Two weeks ago 
Coffroth told Graney that they might as -well part. He offered 
to toss a coin for their mutual interests, which he valued at 
about $50,000. 


Q-raney laughed at the proposition. 
So now Coffroth if. 


figuring a new way in which to sever their business relations. 


Thfle fight trust .is valued at $40,000. As it consists of but 


four people the interest of each member is placed at $10,000. 
The Belvedere is probably worth $25,000. Coffroth's lease on 
the Mechanics' Pavilion, where he has his .skating rink, is very 
valuable. He claims that his entire holdings exceed $100,000, 
and that he is willing to risk a quarter oi that amount on the 
turn of a piece of money. 


And now, just as the Coffroth-Graney fight is at its height, 


•Mayor Schmitz threatens to step in and wipe out the fight trust. 
He is sick and tired of the nasty scraps that are constantly tak- 
ing place at the meeting of this strange sporting merger, and 
has informed the gentlemen at its .head that unless they can get 
together and stop rowing he will put the game out of business. 


As a matter of fact, the Mayor could not do a more popular 


thing than sidetrack this fight trust. 
The mere existence of 


such a combination is a serious reflection upon the administra- 
tion, especially in view of the recent murder of Harry Tenny, 
and that he was murdered, and in cold blood, is the general be- 
lief. For Tenny was examined by a " fake'' doctor and ordered 
to enter the ring when he was not in good enough condition to 
eat a square meal. That the people interested in handling the 
fight were aware of the pitiable condition of this unfortunate 
youth is a foregone conclusion. But it seems that the box office 
is the only thing considered in sport as is played today. 


It might not be a bad idea to place the fighting game under 


municipal ownership. 
That seems to be the only manner in 


which the public can get a square deal now-a-days.

holding for his accommodation. 


KINSELL TRACT. 


Notable among the outlying districts 


which are open for settlement Is the 
Klnsell Tract No. 2, the attractiveness 
of which Is fully set forth in other 
sections of this Issue of THE TRIB-

There was, not long since, some pur- 
chasing of. options which seemed to 
have a dangerous tendency, but It did 
not get too Jar. Those who engaged 
In It knew that the option business in 
real estate was Identical with the mar- 
gin business In the stock market, and 
ll\ the grain exchange, and that It 
boded no good to either dealer or the 
community. They have, accordingly, 
stopped It. It Is true, speculation Is 
Indulged In but solely by those who 
are able to take care of themselves, but 
It Is the speculation which does not 
Invite reaction because values are con- 
stantly increasing In gilt-edge prop- 
erty. There Is plenty of bona flde ac- 
tivity In the realty business now to'en- 
courage dealers to steer clear of Infla- 
tion and the consequent collapse.

other side of the bay. 


The one hundred operatives which 


this factory will give employment to 
will Tie largely In excess of the number 
which has been i connected with the 
works In San Francisco. This will be 
because o? the increased accommoda- 
tions for operatives and facilities here 
which could not be enjoyed in San 
Francisco. 


OAKLAND A3 A SHIPPING POINT, 


Charles Waltz, the head of the insti- 


tution, declares he moved his factory 
here because Oakland Is virtually the 
terminus of the transcontinental rail- 
roads. Here he finds a much more sat- 
isfactory shipping point than he has 
been able -to find on the other side of 
the bay by reason of the fact thdt he 
is nearer his patrons In all section* 
save In the metropolis itself.

HOME TELEPHONES. 


The laying ef conduit* for the Home 


Telephone Company 
will commence 


Tuesday or Wednesday, and will be 
prosecuted with vigor. That thl* work 
was riot commenced a long time ago 
Is due to the fact that conduit* could 
not be obtained here. Por.the manu- 
facture of these underground tubes. It 
was found necessary to send back East 
for a die. This die, although promised 
for va long time, did not arrive here 
until about two weeks ago. It was 1m- 
mediately transferred to the "Wlnsor 
Pottery Company In East Oakland, and 
that concern started In to manufacture 
the conduits Immediately, agreeing to 
have some of them ready in ten day*. 


The concern has since been worked 


to the utmost, with the result that the 
conduits have commenced to come into 
the possession of the telephone com- 
pany, and the latter Is getting a suffl- 
cient number of them onr hand before 
It commences to lay them underground, 
so that once Its lorce of men gets to 
work. It will not be necessary for them 
to desist from labor because of lack of 
material. 


It Is understood that the first tubes 


laid by the company will be put down 
on San Pablo avenue. 


"1 believe the number of families 


whom we^have moved to this <5ty dur- 
ing January, February and March will 
average one a day, Including those who 
come from San Francisco, the East 
and San Jose. We handle a number 
of families from Los Angeles who come 
here seemingly as If they preferred the 
climate of^thls place to that of Los, 
Angeles. I do not now make reference 
to tourists or travelers. 
We do not 


handle the trunks of such people. That 
Is not in our Una of business. We ship 
carloads of furniture from the East to 
the principal cities in this State, and 
Hnd a number of the newcomers are 
checked for this city. We here handle 
enough furniture to account for one 
family a day, but our San Francisco 
teams are also over here often enough 
to make up for Sundays. There arc some 
people, moving away, of course, but 
these still leave a margin of 'seventy- 
flve families for a good healthy gain." 


Such a showing is gratifying, but It 


Is increased by the fact fhat many of 
the new residents are Eastern people 
who are headed right for this city, a 
circumstance which tends to show that 
Oakland is attracting 
attention, and 


has been advertized on the other side 
of the Rockies.

noma county today for the purpose of 
looking into Its adaptability as a site for 
the University farm. 
Professor E. J. 


Wfckson, head of the department of ag- 
riculture at the University and a member 
of the commission, has already visited 
the farm and looked Into the advantages 
offered and Is favorably Impressed with 
the offer. Although he does not directly 
recommend the selection of this site, he 
thinks it advisable that it should be vis- 
ited by the commission. 


The farm, which is the property of the 


"Wlckersharn heirs in Petaluma, contains 
1650 acres, 400 of which are equal to the 
best land In the county and 
the 
re- 


mainder good grazing land. Of the en- 
tire site, 400 acres are now under culti- 
vation, and the remainder is devoted to 
dairying. 
The entire property, with im- 
provements, 
is 
offered for $75,000. 
A 


tract of GOO acres, including the best of 
the land, the improvements and water 
rights, has been offered for $60,000. 
In point of time the site is no further 


from the University than the sites offered 
in Tolo county. The farm has a number 
of natural springs which provide it with 
plenty of water. A large part of it which 
13 already under cultivation is provided 
with irrigating ditches which will be of 
great benefit.

w. T. Clark, assistant superintendent 
of University Extension in Agriculture, 
who has Ju!<t returned from 
ft trip 


through the State in the Interests of 
his work, has inaugurated a plan tor 
a reading course in the institutions and 
practice of irrigation for the bentfit 
of the fanners throughout. the State 
who are in- erested in the • irrigation 
problem. 
The work of preparing for 


the course is being rushed by Frote«- 
sor Clark and Professor Eivrood Mead, 
professor of the Institutions and prac- 
tice of Agriculture, and requests for 
enrollment are already being rtcelvfd. 


The idea of the course Is to. provide 


necessary information and help to the 
farmers of the State -who are attempt- 
ing irrigation with little or no actual 
knowledge of how the work should tie 
done. The rourse will be divided Into 
two parts, one dealing with the Insti- 
tutions of irrigation, such as laws and 
water rights, and the other taking up 
the actual problems In the practical 
! work of irrigation. Books and papers 
on the .subject will be sent to those 
who wish to enroll in the course..Every 
phase of the subject will be answered 
by the head of the department 
to , 


which the question applies. At the«nd 
of the course an examination will be 
given and those who care to take it 
will receive regular university credit 
for their work. 


The course; was suggested to Profes- 


sor Clark by his recent visit to the 
different farming centers of the State. 
In many places he found colonies of 
farmers from the East who knew noth- 
ing of the problems of irrigation, and 
were greatly handicapped by their lack 
of knowledge. Such a reading course 
on economic entomology, which was 
started about a year and a half ago, 
has met wli.h much success, over 400 
having taken the work, and when Pro- 
fessor Clark returned he immediately 
consulted with Professor Mead, and the 
new course was decided upon. 


In speaking of the work Professor 


Clark said: "There are large numbers 
of farmers in the State who have re- 
cently come here from other States 
where irrigation is unknown. They are 
in the habit of depending on the sum- 
mer rains and for this reason do not 
appreciate the value 
or 
the proper 


method of irrigation. This course is 
intended for their benefit and will, [ 
think do grcrat good."
